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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctiy claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

3. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign docxmient and are 
replete with grammatical or idiomatic errors. Examples are the following: 

4. As per claim 1 , the paragraph "basing a clock frequency fed to . . . the same quartz" is 
incomprehensible. There appears to be multiple elements involving a clock frequency, a quartz 
frequency, a device, and a processor device. The elements should be clearly defined in their 
relationships to each other so the claim can be interpreted correctly in its metes and bounds. 
Additionally, is the term "third times" on lines 11-12 referring to the system time? The term 
should be clarified and restated in more acceptable conmion art terminology. 

5. As per claim 2, are the terms "first times" in the last paragraph and "first quartz 
frequency" in the second paragraph related? If the terms represent the same entity, one should be 
chosen to represent both. The term "first times" should also be restated in more acceptable 
common art terminology. 

6. As per claim 4, is the term "second times" clockless? The term should be clarified and 
restated in more acceptable common art terminology. 
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7. As per claim 5, the term "fourth times" should be clarified and restated in more 
acceptable common art terminology. 

8. As per claim 1 1, does the quartz generate a frequency and feed the frequency to the 
device? Additionally, the terms "first times" in fourth paragraph and "third times" in the last 
paragraph should be clarified and restated in more acceptable conmion art terminology. The 
absence of "second times" also is questionable. 

9. Art is not being provided as there is confusion and uncertainty as to the proper 
interpretation of the claim language. See MPEP 2173,06.
